E hear much about the capture and punishment of 
W speeders who try to “burn up the pavement” in their 
powerful present-day automobiles, but it is seldom, if ever, 
that we hear of a motorist being arrested for loafing along 
the highway.

How Jobber Can Use Trade 
Surveys to Help Him to 
Decide Aviation Question

A few years ago radio was in 
somewhat the same position, al- 
though, of course, radio and auw 
mobiles aren't quite so cosely re- 
lated as airplanes and automobiles. 

Whether or not the automotive 
wholesaler is planning to handle 
airplane accessories, i most im- 
portant for him to know what avi- 
ation means to his present business 
—if anything. 

Is his city on an airline? Has it 
a good airport? Is it likely to have 


1S 


one? How many air schools in the 
vicinity? How many students are 
enrolled? At what rate is the pas- 


senger, express and sightseeing busi- 
ness increasing? 

He should know how many planes 
are owned in the vicinity. their 
makes and sizes and for what they 
are being used. How many more 
are owned there now than during 
the past year: the last two years? 

From this data the jobber should 
be able to estimate the local de- 
mand for aviation accessories 
Even though he has no idea of 
opening an aviation department, a 
survey may show him the profit 
possibilities of such a stock. or, if 
he does intend to open a depart- 
ment, a survey might show him that 
appearances are misleading and that 
he would save money by keeping 
out. At any rate, this is the time 
to consider the aviation possibilities 
of his territory. No matter what 
they are now, these possibilities will 
be better a year from now, in fact, 
they may improve so rapidly that it 
will be hard to break in twelve 
months from now, because competi- 
tors have already sewed up the 
sream of the business, for there is 
no doubt that the man who gets in 
on the ground floor, carefully works 
up the business, doesn’t overstock, 
and makes a local name for him- 
self, will expand with the rapidly 
expanding field. 

If the jobber studies local air 
passenger traffic he may find it 
more and more common for people 
in distant towns to fly into the city. 
Never before has there been any 
sense in trying to do business in 
those remote localities, but now ad- 
vertisements in those localities 
might be very much worth while. 

Several jobbers in the Middle 
West and West have found it profit- 
able to carry not only airplane parts 
and give airplane service, but to ac- 
tually own and deliver in planes.

There is still a tremendous adver- 
tising value in the locally owned 
plane. Perhaps very few shipments 
must be made in such a rush that 
a well-established common carrier 
can't do the job fast enough, but 
think of the attention value for all 
concerned in merchandise delivered 
through the air! 

As has been the case several 
notable times in the past, too many 
jobbers are silting back waiting for 
the new development to reach out 
and touch them personally, instead 
of going out themselves and sizing 
up the new development. Too many 
are waiting for their customers to 
come in asking for aviation sup- 
plies. The jobber, when he has 
surveyed the field and estimated the 
chance of future development, 
hhould go after his customers t« 
nake a bid for aviation business 
and thus creat2 a demand for the 


aviation supplies he should be hand- 
ling. 
Right this minute there are a 


number of pretty bright service and 
super-service station boys beginning 
to think about adding aviation ac- 
cessories to their stock of automotive 
accessories. Some of them have al- 
ready put in stocks which have been 
purchased from the factories and 
out-of-town jobbers, and quite a 
few more are merely waiting for 
somebody to come along with in- 
formation and give them a start. 

So far business in aviation ac- 
cessories has been pretty spotty, and 
perhaps it will continue so for the 
next few months, but it is rapidly 
growing and who can say what 
profit possibilities it will have a 
year from now? 

Already a few jobbers in various 
parts of the country have, given 
serious thought to aviation and as a 


result have stocked parts and sup- 
plies. Some of them are doing 
good business in this department, 


others are hanging on and marking 
time with small stocks and careful 


merchandising methods, but none 
sof them have dropped out. 
Besides being a warehouse for 


manufacturers, the function of the 
wholesaler is to develop markets. 
Surely there never was a time in the 
history of any industry where the 
wholesaler has had such an oppor- 
tunity as has the automotive whole- 
saler today to develop markets for 
aviation supplies.

over? One manufacturer says 
that the greatest fault with some 
men in the automotive jobbing 
indusiry is that they will fall for 
every new product that comes to 
their attention, dispose of their 
stock to the dealers and care less 
than the proverbial “hang” 
whether the dealer gets stuck or 
sells the goods. 

The manufacturer with the kick, 
and he markets an article that is 
standard, says that these jo bers 
shift from line to line in competing 
fields take part in the advertising 
and then swing over to something 
else. 

They are promised by the manu- 
facturer that there will be a big 
advertising campaign, and they in- 
struct their salesmen to tell the 
dealers this. They dispose of their 
stocks in this particular line, and 
the advertising campaign is staged 
in their paiiicular territory. 

A few weeks later their salesmen 
are again covering the territory, this 
time pushing another article, that 
in all probability is a competing 
product. Perhaps this second batch 
of goods is unloaded. The dealer 
now has two lines of products simi- 
lar. He has been pushine the other 
line, recommending it as the best. 
and now has to recommend tne sec- 
ond line. 

But the jobber isn’t through yet. 
Quick profits look good to him and

but one line of this or that and is 
satisfied with the natural turnover 
and profits. 

The manufacturer who registers 
the comp iint says that jobbers 
should use more care in the select- 
ing of the lines that they are to 
handle and should not be swayed by 
promise of immediate profits. 

The most successful jobber is he 
who has established a reputation 
by handling well rated supplies and 
equipment and who does not stock 
his dealers with shelved warmers.
